What does it all add up to? At least 
s: that Israel is still (or again) a 
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troubled land needing our prayers. Neither 
fanatical orthodoxy nor fanatical national- 
ism will solve their problems. Christianity, 
persecuted by the one and ridiculed by 
the other would, if accepted and applied, 
be a better solution to the conflicts within 
and without. In the meanwhile more and 
more of our people who are able do 
well to grasp the opportunity to visit 
the lands of the Bible and to show their 
love for the descendants of those who 
were God’s chosen people — chosen to 
present to the world its only Savior. 


College Tract Teams 


The American mind is geared to athlet- 
ics, and from early childhood to senility 
the language of sports fills the air. Base- 
ball, football, and track stars are freely 
discussed everywhere by everybody as if 
they were the people making the biggest 
contribution to American life. Perhaps 
that is why one encounters such blank 
expressions when he says that part of 
his business is tract work. It appears that 
outside of church circles men are not 
very familiar with tract work. They per- 
haps hear the word as “track” instead 
of “tract.” Or they may think of the 
latter term as belonging only in the vocab- 
ulary of real estate salesmen. Possibly 
the distributors of Christian literature need 
to use a less confusing word when describ- 
ing their work to the average man of 
the world. 


An interesting story comes from a 
prominent college in the South. Bernie 
Moore, an alumnus of that college is 
listed in the “football hall of fame.” He 
learned something else in college; he ac- 
quired skill in evangelistic methods. Now 
he has changed his interest from football 
to what might be called another sport. 
Recently he became a coach at Louisiana 
State University. What did he coach? 
The championship “tract team.” 


Let’s have more such coaches. We need 
not abandon the respectable word ‘“‘tract.” 
What we need is to make it better known 
by personal demonstration: ‘‘My friend, 
here is a Christian tract which I found 
helpful.” 


End of Catholic Elementary Schools? 


There is possibility that the Roman 
Catholic Church will quietly and gradually 
eliminate its elementary schools in order 
to place more emphasis on high school 
and college training of its youth. Church 
officials differ sharply on this, but it has 
now come to light that Catholic educators 
have had this shift of emphasis in their 
education program under discussion for 
some time. 


One advocate of this proposed emphasis 
is Msgr. George W. Casey, a regular 
columnist on the editorial page of the 
Pilot, official organ of the Archdiocese 
of Boston. Reasons given for dropping 
elementary parochial schools included the 
prospect that Catholic schools would not 
get financial aid from the Federal Govern- 
ment. He argued that the best return 
for money invested would be in high 
school education. His contention is that 
times have changed so that the most 
formative years in a pupil’s life are during 
his high school and college days. 


Casey said: 


“Let us face it, the chief reason for 
the Catholic school system is the preserva- 
tion of the faith. And I, for one, have 
never seen a child lose its faith in the 
elementary grades, unless the parents lost 
it for him.” 


He added: 


We will all be relieved of the financial 
strain that so distorts our devotions and parish 
programs; the clergy will be freed from fund 
raising to devote their energies to spiritual 
accounts; and the parishes will not have to 
erect the enormous bingo signs that disfigure 
all the church lawns in certain areas nor will 
they have to run a lot of novenas for palpably 
profit motives. 


Protestants could well be thankful if 
these distasteful money-raising practices 
were removed from the communities in 
which there are churches of both faiths. 
Whether or not other Catholic leaders 
will follow the lead of Msgr. Casey in 
the near future remains to be seen. He 
is strongly opposed by others of equal 
rank who are still hopeful that the Federal 
Government will soon come to the aid 
of their schools.

This sense of duty and _ obligation 
undergirds the life of all God's great 
servants. The great reformers are in that 
line: Wycliffe, John Huss, Savanarola, 
Martin Luther. Listen to Luther cry out 
before the assembled Diet: “Here I stand; 
I can do no other. So help me God.” It 
sounds strangely like a cry nineteen 
centuries ago: “I must.” And the list 
must include Carey, the English cobbler, 
who was the first missionary to India; 
Judson, the first missionary to Burma; 
Morrison, the first missionary to China; 
and in many ways David Livingstone, 
whose heart is laid to rest in Africa. 
Every one of them had something of the 
purpose and urgency that first began in 
their Master when, as a boy of 12 He 
cried out in the Temple, “I must be about 
my Father’s business.” 


Then think in contrast of those who 
have had a great purpose and a great 
urgency, but not for God — only for 
themselves. Very few people know that 
David Livingstone had a brother who died 
in Canada worth from half a million to 
a million dollars. He chose a_ vastly 
different purpose and goal from his 
brother David who died penniless in an 
African hut. Now that their lives are 
finished and done, which of them would 
you rather be, if it were possible for you 
to take their place? ‘He that doeth the 
will of God abideth forever’ is a state- 
ment in the blessed Book. 


And there are lesser known folks who 
belong in the ranks of the dedicated. Re- 
call the list of our own missionaries from 
the Solomon Carpenters down the line 
to the last ones who have gone to Jamaica 
and Makapwa. Every one of them has 
said, “I must.” Mrs. Hurley and I found, 
in an old trunk in Salem, the letter written 
by a young woman in her late teens 
offering herself as a missionary to China.

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Setting Dates for 
Our Lord’s Return 


When the special assistant to the post- 
master general in Washington, D. C.,, 
answered a telephone call the other day, 
he heard a demand that he issue a com- 
memorative stamp for the second coming 
of Christ. 

Needless to say he was dumbfounded. 
After sparring for time awhile, he 
answered: “If you will tell me the exact 
time and place, I'll be ready with the 
issue.” The caller hung up. 

Later on, this special assistant, who is 
also public relations chief for the post 
office, related the incident to newsmen 
in Kansas City. They, of course, published 
it. The result? This chief received a 
dozen letters from readers who said they 
knew the time and_place. 

However, he is still holding out because 
the dates are all different — ranging from 
July 1961, to the year 2061! 


There can be no reasonable doubt of 
the fact of our Lord’s return, for He said 
to His disciples: “I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also” (John 14: 3). 
He is Truth personified and “‘cannot lie” 
(Titus 12°2). 

The manner of His coming is revealed 
in these inspired words: “The Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first: then we (dis- 
ciples) which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord” (1 
Thess, 4: 16-17). 

The suddenness of His coming is stated 
thus: “In a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet 
shall sound, and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be changed” 
CRCor nis 252). 

The one thing that is not revealed in 
prophecy is the time of His return. No 
human being knows the day nor the 
hour when He will fulfill His promise to 
come again. 

When the Thessalonians heard the 
Gospel of Christ, how that He died for 
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our sins, was buried, rose again, ascended 
to heaven and promised to return, they 
believed it. They “turned to God from 
idols to serve the living and true God; 
and to wait for his Son from heaven, 
whom he raised from the dead, even Jesus, 
which delivered us from the wrath to 
come” (1 Thess. 1: 9-10). 

Interesting as a commemorative stamp 
would be, it is not going to be issued. 
We have our Savior’s promise: “Behold, 
I come quickly (or suddenly)” (Rev. 22: 
7, 12, 20). Let each believer respond 
with the last prayer of the Bible: “Even 
so, come, Lord Jesus!”

Book Review 
Mormon Claims Examined 


Writers outside the fold of the Latter 
Day Saints have long assailed the pre- 
posterous claims of Mormonism but these 
writings have been generally ineffective 
in convincing those who have come to 
believe in the revelations of Joseph Smith 
contained in the Book of Mormon. The 
world has been waiting until 1961 for 
a thoroughly documented book such as 
that of Larry W. Jonas, recently published 
by Baker Book House, Grand Rapids, 
Mich, It is a paper-back book (86 pages) 
selling for $1.00 but it contains the kind 
of historical research needed to show that 
Joseph Smith could well have been an 
imposter. 

The author has indeed examined the 
evidences presented by Latter Day Saints 
in behalf of the divine inspiration of 
the Book of Mormon. He has interspersed 
32 pages of photostat copies of newspaper 
items and material in rare volumes in 
the Library of Congress. He shows quite 
conclusively from the daily papers read by 
Joseph Smith prior to his “discovery” 
of the plates that all of the ideas about 
archaeology, the South American Indians 
and prophecy which were worked into 
the Mormon reconstruction of Christian 
history were preached and published back 
in 1828 and were known to Joseph Smith. 
That he was capable of dictating the 
Book of Mormon is quite plausible when 
one reads from the biography written 
by his mother the following:

shows that for centuries after the Roman 
Emperor Constantine gave Christians 
(some of them) the legal right to exist, 
the state, hungry for power, interfered 
in the internal affairs of the Christian 
Church, even to the extent of determining 
and punishing “heretics.” 


As for problem 3, seven-day business 
competition would not exist in Rhode 
Island if the churches were as successful 
as they should be. According to statistics, 
Rhode Islanders are almost 100% church- 
affiliated! Devout Christians, Jews, Mos- 
lems (Friday-observers), etc., do celebrate 
a weekly Sabbath upon which it is a 
sin to buy and sell unnecessary items, or 
to perform unnecessary labor. 


If however, it is deemed wise in the 
interest of fair business practice to enact 
legislation limiting all business to a 6-day 
work week, or less, why not clearly define 
the law as Fair Business Legislation? Such 
a law could simply state that every business 
must be closed at least one day each 
week, leaving it to the owner’s discretion 
to choose the closing day. 


To those who argue that Sunday must 
be specified as the closing day in order to 
make enforcement possible, it must be 
pointed out that a “one-in-seven” law can 
easily be enforced because businessmen, 
being as they are, will be quick to report 
any competitor who remains open seven 
consecutive days.... 


Sunday Laws, claimed by their sup- 
porters to be true health and welfare laws, 
unlike the Federal Wage and Hour laws, 
which protect the worker from overwork, 
coerce all — professionals, self-employed, 
owners — into refraining from most 
forms of activity, even if they want to 
engage in money-making activities. Sun- 
day Laws introduce a totally foreign ele- 
ment into the health and welfare field. 
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If, however, Americans wish to lose their 
freedom of choice in determining which 
practices are most conducive to their own 
health, then it should be made crystal 
clear to all that the responsibility for 
promoting individual health has been 
transferred from the individual to the 
state. Such a move would open up a 
tremendous field for legislation — a lights- 
out curfew in the hope that every citizen 
would get his required eight hours’ sleep; 
exercise centers supervised by the police; 
or perhaps community kitchens where 
state employees prepare well-balanced 
menus made out by the Legislature; and 
of course stringent Sunday Laws curtailing 
all unhealthy activities, and plenty of 
police around to supervise the healthful 
activities that people need to do on 
Sunday in order to be healthy! 

There’s a big loophole in the Sunday 
Laws which prove that their main purpose 
is to protect Sunday as a holy day as much 
as possible, and is very little concerned 
with the health of workers. This loop- 
hole is the fact that because a hodge- 
podge of exceptions are allowed, many 
people are able to work at a regular job 
during the week, and in a “legal” business 
on Sunday. So how is the health of these 
people being protected by Sunday Laws? 
The day receives considerable protection 
but not the individual’s health. 


Bible Society Emergency Appeal 

The American Bible Society is making 
an appeal for $250,000 to meet emergency 
needs for Bibles in Indonesia, prior to an 
embargo against their importation to that 
country which takes effect December 23, 
according to Dr. Robert T. Taylor, execu- 
tive secretary. 

Local Indonesian churches and mission 
stations of American churches have tfe- 
quested supplies of Bibles prior to the 
effective date to take care of their needs. 
The emergency funds will be used to pro- 
vide 50,000 Bibles in the Toba Batak lang- 
uage and 30,000 in Javanese, and to help 
the Netherlands Bible Society supply 
100,000 Bibles in the Indonesian language. 

If the entire $250,000 is raised, the 
society will also send paper and binding 
materials for the printing of Gospels and 
New Testaments in Indonesia,

POAU, Church-State Watchdog 


In Dixon, New Mexico, POAU won a 
decision in the Supreme Court which 
swept 137 persons from the public payroll 
because they were under vows to teach 
their religion to all pupils. 

In Vermont, the State Supreme Court 
unanimously declared that an arrangement 
by which a school district paid tuition 
grants to parochial high schools was un- 
constitutional. 

Over the last 14 years no organization 
in the United States has made as many 
appearances before Congressional Com- 
mittees in regard to legislation dealing 
with church-state problems and no organ- 
ization has submitted as much material to 
these groups on such issues.

In the course of congressional debate, 
Mrs, Church summed up in moving terms 
the potential of the Peace Corps: ‘Mr. 
Chairman, this program is as American 
as Boston beans and apple pie. I would 
say to those who call this a hairbrained 
scheme for a kiddie corps, you are doing 
the youth of America a great injustice. 
Yesterday, I heard someone say, ‘What 
could a hairbrained youngster just out 
of college do in the jungles?’ I thought 
back, Mr. Chairman, to 1941 when an 
earlier generation of young boys proved 
that they could master the jungles where 
they died, in war. I want our generation 
of youth to go out in the world and 
show their willingness to give, in living. 
American? Of course it is. 

“You say that I am dealing with in- 
tangibles. In times of crisis, Mr. Chair- 
man, it is only the intangible that has any 
essence of reality for life — or power. I 
am sure of that.”

history, or rich cultural backgrounds. 


The Castro revolution in Cuba has 
dramatized the problems being faced by 
Latin America and our relations in the 
area. It has highlighted the importance 
of our knowing more about the social 
upheavals that are disturbing these coun- 
tries. There is a growing realization that 
a new page in the history of the hemis- 
phere is being written, and we should be 
aware of the significance of the events 
that are taking place. We are learning 
that talk about “good neighbors” con-

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Britons contributed more than $25,200,- 
000 to aid refugees during World Refugee 
Year, the campaign’s United Kingdom 
Committee reports. The figure represents 
more than four times the original goal. 
The sum raised by the 97 participating 
countries amounts to more than 33,000,000 
pounds, and is expected to exceed 35,000,- 
000 pounds when all contributions are 
tallied. 


The 236,000-member Christian Re- 
formed Church (U. S. A.) has voted to 
continue conversations looking towards 
merger with the Orthodox Presbyterian 
Church and the Protestant Reformed 
Churches of America. The former has 
9,500 members and the latter about 3,000. 


New Eugenia Price Book 
Zondervan has sold out its first edition 
of 10,000 copies of Eugenia Price’s new 
book, Beloved World, within a week of 
publication. Second and third printings 
ate being rushed to take care of orders 
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that are piling up from book dealers across 
the country. The new printings will bring 
the total in print to 60,000 copies by 
October 1. 

The new book, which bears the sub- 
title, “The Story of God and People as 
Told From the Bible,” has had a bigger 
advance draw than any previous book 
by Miss Price, whose recent Woman to 
Woman has sold more than 100,000 copies 
in two years, 


More Surplus Food for the World’s Needy 


More food and new kinds of food will 
be available during the coming year for 
relief distribution by such voluntary 
agencies as Church World Service, ac- 
cording to the “Food for Peace” program. 
Church World Service is to receive more 
than 377,000,000 pounds of food during 
1962. This is out of the 2,700,000,000 
pounds “Food for Peace’ will furnish 
to twenty-one voluntary agencies. The 
foods newly available to voluntary agencies 
include bulgor wheat, a cracked wheat 
easily prepared for eating, and more than 
100,000,000 pounds of vegetable oils, eight 
times as much as during the past year. 
Some 24,000,000 malnourished school 
children will be provided lunches, an 
increase of two million. — W. W. Reid. 


The American Baptists (Northern) and 
the Southern Baptists have recently held 
national conventions at which there were 
fraternal delegates. Officials of both con- 
ventions have expressed the view that 
there is practically no interest in merging 
the American and Southern Baptist Con- 
ventions.
